issuance  of  subpoenas  for  such  witnesses  selected  from  those  named 
in  this  Order  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  his  orooer  defense  in 
this  case  as  a  result  of  said  interrogations. 

It  is  further  ORDERED:  That  the  opnlication  of  the 
accused  (Paper  No.  546)  for  the  oroduction  of  documents  is  granted; 
and  that  the  following  documents,  which  ere  thought  to  be  located 
in  the  files  of  the  former  Japanese  War  Ministry,  be  procured 
forthwith  and  lodged  with  the  Registry  of  the  Tribunal:
